The table identifies appropriate 
authorization for addressing a taxpayer’s specific need. It also describes how to submit an 
authorization to act on behalf of a taxpayer or receive tax information, verbally and/or in 
writing.  The types of authorization included on the chart are:  
 

• Power of Attorney 
• Written Tax Information Authorization 
• Oral Tax Information Authorization 
• Oral Disclosure Consent 
• Checkbox Authority and 
• Reporting Agents.
